| WADDINGTON’S PETITION, 

Hon. Mri Holbrook moved his resolution for 
the consideration of Mr. Waddingteon’s petition. | 
He said that he had carefully read the correspoo- | 
dence laid wpon the table by the Hon, Colonial | 
Secretary; aud could not see any ground upon | 
which Mr, Waddington could found a claim 
against the Government of this. colony. — He 
thought it would not be right for the Council to 
throw thd ee onus of the matter upon the 

| 








Governor, | He thonght ‘the House should ex- 
press an pinion fpon the subject. The trail 
made by Mr. Waddington was of no earthly use 
to the colony ; but even if it were it would not 
be worth more than $200 a mile, as that was 
about what -it costs the Government to make 


trails. Hé, believed there were professedly 35 
miles mad¢, which could only be worth $7,000 at 
best ; yet $50,000 is asked for it. On behalf of 


his constithents he #isted to say that he did not 
think the People of the colony would be willing 
to have the trail paid for out of the public funds. 
The hon. gentlemay also alluded to the fact that 
the Bute Iulet scheme had its origin in a desire 
on the part of the people of Victoria to ugsettle 
public mind with respect to New Westmisster, 
and said that Mr. Waddington vunght to have di- 
vided the Fesponsibility with those who urged 
him on, ipgtead of shouldering the whole under- 
taking himself. 

The Hog, Attorney-General said that when 
Mr. Waddington entered upon the Bate Inlet en- 
terprise it was against the expressed advice of 
the late Governor, Sir James Douglas, who had 
forewarned him that there would be greater geo- 
graphical difficulties thah he anticipated to con- 
tend with, and also that trouble with the Indians 
was to be apprehended. 

The Hon. Mr. Cornwall moved the following 
** Resolved, That this House, while 

it deeply tegrets the great loss sustained by Mr. 
| Waddington owing to the failure of his specula- 

tion, is nut of opinion that his case calls for alle- 

viation qr/compensation at the public expense.” 

The hon, mover supported the yesulation in a few 

sensible remarks, giving it as his opinion that the 

petition could not be complied with without do- 
- ing an injustice to the colony. 

Hon, Mr. Ball seconded the resolution, and in 
doing so} expressed his concurrence in the re- 
marks which had been made. 

Hon. Golonial Secretary regretted the absence 
of the hon, member for Caribuo East, who had 
-seconded the resolution bringing on this discus- 
sion, and wlio had spoken pretty warmly upon it 
‘at the time, bat wos not in his place now to ex- 

ress his views. The question:before the House 
resolved itself into this : If the Government took 
the road off Mr. Waddington’s bands and paid 
him for'if they would be equally bound to buy 
up.every other unsuccessful enterprise in the col- 
ony. Hecould not see that Mr. Waddington 
had any ¢laim whatever upon the Government ; 
and as for baying the trail it would be of no use, 
for if evar the Government made a road from the 
seaboard to the interior of the colony it. would 
certainly not be by the way of Bute Inlet.
